# 17. PUBLICATIONS OF THE DEPARTLIKNT OP NATIONAL HEALTH AMD WELFARE ■ 

In previous issues we have described many of the booklets and 
posters published by the Department of National Health and Welfare. In so doing 
we have often emphasized the importance which health education must of necessity 
play in the classroom of all Indian Schools. 

In order that teachers might have a proper understanding of the 
various booklets prepared by this Department, we have obtained from them the 
latest list of their publications. 

In presenting this list we would particularly draw the atten¬ 
tion of all teachers to the following titles in the Child Training series, 
prepared by the Mental Health Division and the Child and Maternal Health 
Division:- 

(1) Obedience, While primarily designed for parents, this little 
folder contains many important suggestions for teachers. 

(2) Temper. While dealing primarily with displays of temper on the 
part of very young children, this folder contains much of interest 
to teachers. It is also published in French as "La Solere", 

(3) Fear. This describes the effect of quarrels, constant criticism, 
etc., on a child's nervous system. It is also published in 
French under the title "La Feur". 

(A) Sex. The sub-title of this booklet is "Information or 

Misinformation" and should be very helpful particularly to the 
teachers in the upper grades. It is also published in Frenoh 
under the title "L'Bducation Sexuelle", 

( 5 ) Eed-wetting. This will be particularly helpful to supervisors 
in Residential Schools. 

(6) Feeding Habits. This again will prove useful for Residential 
School teachers and staff. 

Two other booklets which will be especially useful to our teachers 
are the following dealing with physical training:- 

(1) Daily Does It. While these are carefully planned exercises for 
the average man and woman, they will be helpful to teachers because 
they give special attention to exercise's for persons who have been 
sitting for a period of time. As they do not require any special 
apparatus or space, the exercises can be used during short recess 
periods in your classroom. 

(2) Posture is Important. (Also published in French under the title 
"II Faut So Bien Tenir"). This is particularly designed for 
young children and is the first in a series of four dealing with 
correct postures in all age groups. We will advise you later 
when the other books are prepared. Primary teachers will find 
the sample exercises, games and stories very helpful for 

young children. 

The above publications and the others listed below can now be ob¬ 
tained through Provincial Departments of Health. Our teachers, therefore, 
can obtain copies by writing to the Department of Public Health in the 
capital city of the province in which their school is located.

'The Department herewith presents its third annual list of 
supplementary reading and library books. Last year we felt that the selection 
was good but this year we hope our teachers will find the offerings even 
better. 

It is very difficult to pre-determine the quantities of the 
various titles which we should place in stock. The best titles definitely 
go fast and then we have to "substitute". Often we have been able to get 
limited quantities of particular books from a publisher and when these are 
gone we have no alternative other than to send other books. So be certain 
to order your books soon and thus ensure getting what you want. 

Some teachers have built up good libraries in their classroom 
by these annual offerings. Many inspectors' reports have commented on their 
use. ,'e hope that your Indian pupils are becoming more interested in reading 
and in thus exploring new fields of interest and knowledge. Continue to 
help them - order your library books at once. WE WILL NOT FILL ORDERS FOR 
THESE BOOKS REACHING IKE DEHART! 3ENT AFTER JULY 15 , 1949 • Last year we found 
the Stationery Branch could not handle both the standard requisitions and 
the supplementary reading requisitions during the summer holidays. We are 
going to avoid a repetition of this situation so now is the time to order 
your library books. 

SCALE OF ISSUE 


Once again these books are provided on a scale based on average 
annual attendance 
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(a) All principals and teachers can requisition for the books on a scale of 
one book per pupil in average annual attendance. For example, if the annual 
average attendance at your school for the 1947-48 term was 126.4 then 
order 126 of the titles listed below. 

(b) We have again stocked a quantity of 

(1) The Book of Knowledge 

(2) The Grolier Encyclopedia. 

As the books are expensive and designed mainly for the senior 
grades, it is our intention to make them available only to those day and 
residential schools in which there are fifteen or more students in attend¬ 
ance in grades 6 and upwards .

For example, if your annual average attendance was 139 and 
you wish to order a Book of Knowledge set, you can only ask then for an 
additional 99 other library books.

20 _ MISCELLANEOUS NEWS UF CUE INDIAN SCHOOLS 

We are very pleased to report that one of our schools is the subject 
of an article in the "Schools Arts Magazine" published by the Educational Press 
Association of Ax erica. This article is entitled "Revival of Northern Indian Art 
Forms", and is by Lyn Harrington. It deals largely with the art and handicraft 
work being done at the Alberni Indian Residential School. It is well illustrated 

■vith pictures showing the students at work in the school, art designs being used in 

the sewing room, and illustrations of basketry designs. There are also pictures of 
the totem poles at Kitwanga, and in an accompanying article Mr. Harrington also 
describes the knitting of the world-famous Cowichan sweaters by the Indians of 
Vancouver Island. 

In the January issue of the magazine "The Canadian Red Cross Junior", 
there are two interesting articles. One is on Anthony ..alsh, formerly a teacher in 
our Indian Day Schools at Okanagan and at Inkameep. Mr, Walsh has contributed to 
this magazine, and the article outlines his career in our Indian Schools. The 
article is illustrated with two friezes painted by Ernest and Frances Buptidt, 
formerly pupils of Mr. Walsh at the Inkameep Day School.
